At Half Million 
Dollar Figure 


Building 
operations in Palm 
Springs in O ctober were valued 
at $565,400, the seventh straight 
m onth this y ear that the total 
has topped the half million m ark. 
V alue of perm its issued this 
year up to Nov. 1 is $4,670,000, 
according to figures released yes­ 
terday by ino city building de­ 
partm ent. 
In 1946, October perm its to­ 
talled $157,830. 
Last year’s total, 
boosted by a $3,000,000 splurge 
in M arch, 1946, were still ahead 
of this year’s total but the m ar­ 
gin w as rapidly being narrowed. 
On Nov. 1, total building for 1946 
was $6,379,930. 
D uring the past month 18 new 
homes were started and 7 ap art­ 
m ents w ith 35 dwelling units. 
Two hotels w ere started .
